DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 48 and 1 86-1 88 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 04 
May 2009. 

2. Claims 2-5, 7-9, 1 5-1 8, 20-22, 25-26, 28-29, 32, 35-39, 41-46, 49-1 77 and 1 80- 
1 81 are cancelled; claims 1,6,10-14,19, 23-24, 27, 30-31 , 33-34, 40, 48 and 1 86-1 88 
are withdrawn; claims 47, 178-179 and 182-185 are pending. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 , 
6, 10-14, 19, 23-24, 27, 30-31, 33-34, 40, 48 and 186-188 directed to inventions non- 
elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1,6, 10-14, 19, 23-24, 27, 30-31, 33-34, 
40, 48 and 186-188 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see "Remarks," filed 17 December 2008, with respect to 
the amended subject matter of claim 178 and its dependent claims have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 178 and its dependent claims 
has been withdrawn.
